SUBJECT: | ABANDONED VEHICLE ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


The Indiana State Legislature recently passed amendments to the Indiana Code 
concerning abandoned/inoperable motor vehicles. The changes affect three areas of the 
current statute and I have attempted to explain each for your convenience. ; 


The first change addresses the age of vehicles that are subject to this statute. The 
legislature changed the law so that all vehicles that are three(3) years or older are subject 
to the statute, in the previous statute only vehicles six(6) years old or older were affected. 


The second change affects the length of time that cities must wait between the posting of 
a vehicle as abandoned/inoperable and the time that the vehicle can be removed from the 
property. Under the statute previous to July 1, 1997 the time period was thirty(30) days, 
that time has been reduced to twenty(20) days. This change is very beneficial to the 
neighborhoods by removing vehicles that are not only eyesores, but health and safety 
problems, from the neighborhoods in a shorter period of time. 


The third, and only section of the statute that requires action by municipalities in Indiana, 
involves the value of vehicles that are required to go to auction. Prior to July of 1997 all 
vehicles with a value of over $100 were required to go through the auction process in 
order to dispose of them, all vehicles with a value of less than $100 were scrapped 
thereby eliminating the possibility of the same vehicles returning to the neighborhoods. 
The new amendment allows cities in Indiana to establish this value at $500. The 
approval of this amendment will eliminate many of the vehicles from returning to the 
neighborhoods where the cycle starts over again. 


In 1996 we conducted four(4) auctions and sold 899 vehicles, NONE if these vehicles 
sold for more that $500. All 899 vehicles were put back on the street and many were 
tagged and towed by NCE a second time. This amendment, if approved by City Council, 
will improve the abandoned vehicle situation in the neighborhoods and reduce our 
workload. 


In closing I want you to know that we have made trips to the State Legislature for the last 
four(4) sessions, and we have organized a statewide code enforcement organization to 


push for this legislation, it is that important to the cities in Indiana. I have had the 
opportunity to travel with Area Partnership Representatives David Long, Jenny Huth , 
Mary Salay, and Jerry Leaman, to the Legislature to testify. Councilman Hall took 
time from her schedule to travel to Indianapolis and testified in support of the bill. We 
have had the support of Senators and Representatives throughout the state in getting this 
bill passed, we are now asking for your support.
